LOUIS SOHN NAMED CONGRESSIONAL PROFESSOR AT GEORGE WASHINGTON 

WASHINGTON, DC — Louis B. Sohn, a renowned international 
law scholar who helped shape the United Nations, joins The 
George Washington University as its second Congressional 
Professor. 

The one-year appointment, to commence next month, is awarded 
to an individual who has led a distinguished career in public 
service. The first Congressional Professorship was awarded to 
former Senator Lowell Weicker who currently serves as governor of 
Connecticut. 

"Professor Sohn's wealth of experience in the field of 
international law cannot be matched," says Jack Friedenthal, dean 
of the National Law Center (NLC). "It will be a great honor and 
a pleasure for GW students and faculty to work with him during 
the coming year." 

At GW, Sohn will teach a course on the law of the sea at the 
Law Center in the fall and will lead a special seminar on "The 
United Nations and the Maintenance of International Peace and 
Security" for the Elliott School of International Affairs in the 
spring.

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Since 1981, Sohn has been the Emily and Ernest Woodruff 
Professor of International Law at the University of Georgia. 
Prior to joining the faculty at Georgia, he was the Bemis 
Professor of International Law Emeritus at Harvard University, 
where he taught aspiring international lawyers for 35 years and 
held one of the law school's most prestigious academic 
appointments. 

•'Sohn pioneered the teaching of the law of international 
organizations and international human rights law in the U.S," 
says Thomas Buergenthal, the Lobingier Professor of Comparative 
Law and Jurisprudence at the NLC. "He is beloved by many 
generations of international lawyers and his former students 
occupy leading positions in the diplomatic service of many 
countries, in international organizations and on international 
tribunals."

"Improving higher educational opportunities for ethnic and 
racial minorities must become more than an objective of the 
admissions office," say researchers Barbara Astone and Elsa 
Nunez-Wormack. "It must become an institutional policy." 

Authors of the new report, "Pursuing Diversity: Recruiting 
College Minority Students," Astone and Nunez-Wormack provide 
strategies for colleges and universities to help recruit and 
retain minority students. Their report examines all areas that 
can assist in the increase of minority presence on campus, 
including curriculum, financial aid and the need for minority 
role models. 

The report was recently published by The George Washington 
University's Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) 
Clearinghouse on Higher Education, in cooperation with the 
Association for the Study of Higher Education (ASHE). 

According to Astone and Nunez-Wormack, the percentage of 
minorities graduating from college and universities, relative to 
their representation in society, has actually decreased in the 
last 20 years. This in spite of the increasing attention higher 
education has given to minority recruitment. 
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Reasons for the decrease include the higher-than-average 
dropout rate of minorities in high school. Furthermore, those 
who do graduate from high school do not attend college in the 
same percentage as non-minority students. Most minority students 
in two-year colleges, say the authors, do not complete their 
degrees. And, among those students who do graduate from 
community colleges or enter a four-year institution directly out 
of high school, fewer still last to graduate with a baccalaureate 
degree. 

In order to turn the tide of minority decline in higher 
education, Astone and Nunez-Wormack recommend that colleges and 
universities begin by asking what is it about the institution 
itself that has contributed to the present low enrollment of 
minorities. 

Secondly, they advocate a review of each institution's 
dedication to seeing these students through to graduation. 

"If minority students are being enrolled in significant 
numbers only to drop out after the first or second term, then all 
the recruitment programs in the world will not serve to achieve 
the real goals—academic success and graduation," they write. 

The first step to a truly culturally diverse college campus, 
say Astone and Nunez-Wormack, is to develop an awareness of 
differing cultural values and needs. Colleges and universities 
should collect information on their minority populations, 
especially the differences between the various ethnic and 
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racial groups; evaluate model programs on other college campuses; 
determine the effect that financial aid has on the success or 
failure of students in various minority groups; and develop 
"culturally specific" recruitment strategies, among others. 

Both Astone and Nunez-Wormack hold positions at The College 
of Staten Island, City University of New York. Astone is 
director of retention programs and teaches developmental reading 
and writing and English language. Nunez-Wormack is the associate 
dean of faculty and an associate professor of English. 

"Pursuing Diversity: Recruiting College Minority Students" 
is No.7 of the 1990 Higher Education Reports Series from ASHE and 
the ERIC Clearinghouse on Higher Education, and was published in 
July 1991.

LAW STUDENTS WORK FOR ELDERLY INMATES IN 

PROJECT FOR OLDER PRISONERS 

WASHINGTON, DC — Andrew Bowman, 55, is a first offender 
serving time for using bad checks. He has one partial kidney, 
gout and diabetes. Billy Barlow, a 71-years-old sex offender 
confined to a wheelchair, is suffering from liver and brain 
damage. And Lonnie Simmons, 80, is serving his 30th year for a 
murder conviction. 

What these prison inmates have in common is their 
participation in the Project for Older Prisoners (POPS) at The 
George Washington University National Law Center. Established by 
GW associate law professor Jonathan Turley, POPS is a one-of-a- 
kind national project assisting the nation's population of older 
prisoners to gain early release. This fall, more than 150 GW law 
students will participate in POPS. 

Turley is working with numerous state legislatures to 
develop new policies and laws for the fast-growing population of 
geriatric prisoners. According to Turley, these inmates will 
number more than 125,000 by the next century.

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Entering its first full year of operation at George 
Washington, POPS began in 1989 when Turley represented Quenton 
Brown, a Louisiana man convicted of stealing a handful of cash 
and a 15-cent piece of pie. He was sentenced to 30 years 
without parole. Turley argued that the continued incarceration 
of high-cost, low-risk inmates like Brown was inefficient when 
more dangerous prisoners were being released under court orders 
to ease the intense overcrowding in Louisiana prisons. Brown was 
later released and relocated by POPS to Florida where he still 
resides. 

As word about Turley's work on behalf of Brown spread 
throughout the prison community, more cases of elderly and infirm 
prisoners came his way. With the help from eager law students in 
Turley's classes at Tulane University Law School, POPS was born. 
Turley, who joined the GW faculty last year, is continuing his 
work in Washington. Since 1989, more than 500 prisoners have 
been assisted by approximately 300 POPS students working in five 
states. 

POPS prisoners are selected because of either their advanced 
years or infirm medical conditions. Turley then assigns a law 
student to the inmate's case. Under Turley's supervision, the 
student conducts an exhaustive background analysis to determine 
the inmate's likely recidivism (the statistical likelihood of 
committing a new offense). If the prisoner is a low risk, the 
student then determines where the prisoner would live and how the 
prisoner would support himself. Ultimately, the student presents 
the case to the parole or pardon board.

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"POPS addresses a real need in the prison system to reach 
prisoners who have been essentially forgotten," says Turley. 

"At three times the average cost of a younger prisoner, this 
silent population must be considered if we are going to get 
through the worsening prison crisis." 

Turley also sees POPS as a way of bringing public interest 
law into the forefront of legal education. 

"POPS brings home the point that what defines a lawyer is 
not how many billable hours you acquire, but your pro bono work 
on behalf of the less fortunate," he says. "As a practicing 
attorney and law professor, one of the truly disappointing things 
for me is how little pro bono work is performed by the average 
lawyer in this country." 

As an advocate of mandatory community service in law school, 
Turley believes law schools share the blame for the low priority 
given to public service by practicing lawyers. "It is important 
to instill a sense of commitment to public interest work at the 
embryonic stage of training new lawyers," Turley says. 

In addition to individual cases, POPS also works on drafting 
prison reform legislation. POPS assisted in passing model 
prison legislation in Louisiana in 1989. The new POPS office at 
GW will help Congress, the District of Columbia, Maryland and 
Virginia with new laws governing incarceration. 

Alternatives to incarceration proposed by POPS include home- 
release programs that would track elderly or infirm prisoners by 
means of special electronic bracelets they would be required to 


wear.
